Dress code put to the test 
at summer I.D. distribution

Since the Dress and Grooming 
Standards were changed last year to 
allow shorts, there have been some 
disagreements about how to inter- 
pret “knee length or lower.” 

This week, Guest Services em- 
ployees once again had the some- 
times unpleasant assignment of 
making a judgment call on shorts 
length at the entrance to the I.D. 
distribution center in the ELWC 
Memorial Lounge and of refusing 
service to anyone whose shorts were 
too short. 

Since the dress code is made up of 
principles instead of measurements 


and specifications, sometimes people 
interpret it differently, said Nancy 
Carson, assistant to the directors of 
Guest Services and Administration. 

“As many students as I have 
working for me, there are that many 
opinions,” Carson said. She said 
guidelines she gives them do help, 
but don’t totally solve the problem. 

“The I.D. Center and Guest Ser- 
vices staff try to take a very reason- 
able and fair approach when making 
judgments,” she said. 

Pulling your shorts down or un- 
rolling your cuffs just for the sake of 
the employees doesn’t cut it, Carson 
said. “We try to make the judgment 
based on how they wear them nor- 
mally.” 

According to the Dress and 


Grooming Standards, as found in the 
Brigham Young University Code of 
Honor, “Clothing should be modest 
in fabric, fit, and style, and appropri- 
ate for the occasion. Skirts and 
shorts should be knee length or 
lower.” 

Some students in the Cougar Eat 
offered their views Wednesday. 

“It’s confusing what ‘knee length’ 
means,” said Jennie Metcalf, 19, a 
sophomore in German education 
from Sandy. “I’ve seen a poster that 
says ‘Don’t sell yourself short.’ The 
shorts were covering their knees. If 
that’s what the dress code means, 
they need to say it.” 

“Pve seen lots of shorts (on cam- 
pus) that don’t come to the knee, but

Perot counters charges, denies investigating Bush

ANNAPOLIS, Md. — Undeclared presidential 
contender Ross Perot on Wednesday denied he had 
improperly snooped into President Bush’s family 
and financial practices and instead accused Repub- 
licans of sending dirty-trick squads “swarming all 
over the country” investigating him. 

“There’s been a 90-day effort to redefine my per- 
sonality,” the Texas billionaire said at a nationally 
televised news conference. “I do not spend my time 
investigating other people.” 

Perot said specifically he had never had Presi- 
dent Bush’s children investigated. “I never spent a 
minute. I never spent a second. I never spent a 
nickel,” he said. 

Perot had said earlier Wednesday that Republi- 
cans were the source of reports that he has often 
investigated the private business of his critics and 
rivals. That brought a swift rejoinder from the 
White House. “Mr. Perot’s paranoia knows no 
bounds,” said spokesman Marlin Fitzwater. 

Perot said he was surprised that such a state-

U.S., Arab leaders call 
for new peace talks

TEL AVIV, Israel — The Labor 
party celebrated its upset of hard-line 
Likud on Wednesday, and leader 
Yitzhak Rabin promised to let 
Palestinians govern themselves and 
to curtail the building of Jewish set- 
tlements. 

U.S. and Arab leaders called for | 
quick resumption of peace talks. 

Rabin is almost sure to lead the 
next governing coalition; Labor and | 
its allies fell just short of a majority in | 
the 120-seat Parliament. : 

“T believe that we can set up a sta- | 
ble coalition, not dependent on-one | 
party on the left but also on parties on 
the other side,” Rabin told reporters. 

Rabin spoke at a relaxed news con- 
ference at the party’s Tel Aviv head- 
quarters. 

The hall was festooned with ban- | 
ners and flags from the election night 
party, and Rabin, in an open-necked 
shirt, was in an uncharacteristic smil- 
ing mood. 

His national agenda, Rabin said, | 
would include peacemaking, solving 
unemployment and other social prob- | 
lems, election reform and improving 
relations with the United States. 

In Washington, Secretary of State 
James A. Baker III called for Middle 
East peace talks to resume as soon as 
the new Israeli government settles | 
in. Bilateral peace talks had been sus- | 
pended pending Tuesday’s parlia- | 
mentary election. 

The Bush administration had 
strained relations with Prime Minis- 
ter Yitzhak Shamir’s government. 
Baker told reporters the United

In his wide-ranging news conference, Perot also 
suggested that U.S. aid for Germany and Japan 
should be drastically cut.

Perot said he isn’t ready yet to propose a specific 
plan for cutting the $400 billion federal deficit.

But Perot accused Bush of not having a real plan 
and noted that expected Democratic nominee Bill 
Clinton had only recently put out his revised ver- 
sion. Perot said he would put out his plan when he 
was ready. 

Perot suggested that Bush-Quayle campaign in- 
vestigators had come to the courthouse in Dallas to 
pore over his mother’s will in hopes of uncovering 
damaging material on him. “It was their people

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Court rules cigarette makers can be sued 


WASHINGTON — Cigarette makers may be sued under state laws for 
allegedly deceiving the public about the dangers of smoking, the Supreme 
Court ruled Wednesday. 

By a 7-2 vote the justices said federal laws requiring warning labels on 
cigarette packages do not shield the companies from all suits based on state 
personal-injury laws. 

The ruling, a boost to a long-running legal battle in behalf of a New Jersey 
woman who died of lung cancer, likely will prompt other suits seeking major 
damages from the companies. 

But the opposing sides in the case disagreed sharply over the impact of the 
decision. 

A lawyer for the family of the late Rose Cipollone of Little Ferry, N.J., 
predicted a flood of lawsuits against manufacturers. Industry spokesmen said 
the decision’s effect will be minimal. 

While the court rejected the companies’ bid for protection against all suits, 
the justices adopted standards that still may make it difficult for smokers to 
win their cases. 

A successful claim for damages could be based on allegations that cigarette 
ads are fraudulent, that the companies concealed the dangers of smoking from 
state regulators or that the firms conspired to mislead the public. 


Labor disputes shut downtrain industry 


The nation’s freight trains stopped rolling Wednesday after a union struck 
one rail company and the rest of the industry shut down, and Amtrak halted 
most passenger service. Unions accused the companies of a lockout. 

The Bush administration urged Congress to legislate a return to work, but 
lawmakers said they were in no rush to interfere. 

Freight shippers warned they would be in trouble if service weren't re- 
stored soon. Some long-distance travelers wondered how they'd reach their 
destinations. 

The dispute involved unions representing about 20,000 workers including 
carmen, engineers, dispatchers and machinists. 

Negotiators facing a 12:01 a.m. Wednesday deadline had been deadlocked 
on such issues as wages and work rules. Four smaller unions resolved their 
disputes with Amtrak on Tuesday. But talks continued late into the night with 
the three largest unions representing maintenance workers, engineers and 
machinists. 


133 POWs may have been left in Vietnam 


WASHINGTON — As many as 133 U.S. servicemen may have been left 
behind in captivity when the Vietnam War ended, the chair of the Senate’s 
POW-MIA committee said Wednesday, citing recently declassified govern- 
ment documents. 

He also accused the Pentagon of misleading families about the fate of 
servicemen lost on covert operations in neighboring Southeast Asian coun- 
tries. 

At the Senate hearing attention was focused on a senior Pentagon official’s 
statement April 13, 1978, that the Defense Department had no indication of 
any Americans alive in Southeast Asia. The date was less than two weeks after 
the return of what were supposed to be the last U.S. prisoners in Operation 
Homecoming. 

The Pentagon says it has no conclusive evidence of POWs being alive after 
1973. 

The controversy over Americans possibly missing in Southeast Asia has 
become entwined in this year’s presidential campaigns. 


Independent Slovakia appoints premier 


PRAGUE, Czechoslovakia — Vladimir Meciar, the populist leader seeking 
independence from Czechoslovakia, was formally appointed premier and 
formed a Slovakian government Wednesday. 

Meciar had won June 5-6 elections in Slovakia, Czechoslovakia’s poorer 
eastern third. 

Meciar and Czech leader Vaclav Klaus agreed last week to split Czechoslo- 
vakia in two, making a peaceful division almost inevitable. 

Meciar and Klaus asked the Czech and Slovak parliaments to work out a final 
agreement on the country’s future by Sept. 30. 

A caretaker federal government is expected to be appointed by President 
Vaclav Havel in early July.

His an- 
nouncement to run increased the dis- 
like many people already had, said 
Jim Moore, author of Clinton’s unau- 
thorized biography, “Clinton: Young 
Man In A Hurry.” “Those people who 
already had it out for Clinton — well, 
when he said he was running, they 
had a heyday,” Moore said. 

Moore’s book has been on the 
shelves at various bookstores for over 
two months but hasn’t been a particu- 
larly great seller. 

A few years ago Clinton wasn’t a 
popular name in Arkansas. He had 
raised taxes, pushed programs for 
teacher testing through the state leg- 
islature and instituted new voting and 
environmental policies which angered 
certain people and industries. How- 
ever, Pew said the school teachers 
now are “more understanding based 
on (Clinton’s) total package and what 
has come out of it.” 

Clinton established a mandatory 
test each teacher needed to pass regu- 
larly in order to keep his or her teach- 
ing certificate.

tion from Salt Lake City. 

But BYU is not comparing its stan- 
dard to that of the temples, Carson 
said. “We have set a different stan- 
dard on this campus. 

“T think it’s important to make clear 
shorts must come to the top of the 
knee, not just cover garments,” she 
said. 

In cases where a student disagrees 
with an employee, he or she is re- 
ferred to amember of the Honor Code 
Council.

The man believed he was in compli- 
ance, and so did Carson when she saw 
his hair. “I would never have stopped 
him.” Carson npeloeied for the in- 
convenience and let the man in to get 
his sticker. 

“These (employees working at the 
I.D. distribution center) are human 
beings trying to do a job, and some- 
times they make a mistake,” Carson 
said. But in almost all cases, those 
students who were turned away 
should have been, she said. “On the 
whole, (the employees) do a mar- 
velous job.” 

“People need to know that when 
they cut it close, they invite prob- 
lems, because people are going to dis- 
agree,” Baldridge said.

Stan Albrecht, academic vice presi- 
dent, believes PBK is “grasping at 
straws.” He said, “They have egg on 
their face. They seem to be rationaliz- 
ing their poor decision in not consider- 
ing BYU for a chapter.” 

Albrecht said it would be nice to 
have a PBK chapter on campus, but 
he feels BYU can get along without it. 
“The only one it hurts is our top stu- 
dents who would profit from the 
membership,” he said. 

The first five PBK members were 
hired as faculty during Wilkinson’s 
20-year administration. Oaks’ eight- 
year administration hired another 
eight, and during Holland’s 10 years, 
the last seven members were hired. 
All of the last seven PBK members 
were hired between 1980 and 1985. 
Singe 1985 no hew PBK faculty have 
joined the BYU faculty. 

Albrecht was surprised BYU 
hadn’t hired a PBK member since 
1985, but he said it’s not an issue the 
university is concerned about. “(Phi 
Beta Kappa membership) is not a fac- 
tor in considering the faculty we hire. 
It is totally irrelevant. We look at the

as well as research and other experi- 
ence,” he said. 

BYU has fewer PBK professors 
than two local colleges. BYU Infor- 
mation Services reported BYU has a 
1,702-member faculty. Of those, 20 
are PBK members. 

At Utah State University the pub- 
lic relations department said 22 out of 
729 faculty are PBK members. The 
PBK chapter at University of Utah, 
reported 175 of 3,422 faculty are 
members. 

The U of U is the only school in 
Utah that had a PBK chapter on cam- 
pus. 

Foard said it is a real compliment to 
PBK that BYU is so disturbed by the 
latest bid rejection. “It shows that 
BYU values what we stand for. We 
have been*around for 215-years. We 
can wait — we hope BYU will move 
towards the direction we discussed,” 
he said. 

Albrecht concedes that while BYU
